the basic issue in the Air Force 
manual affair has been ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by all of the nation's mass 
information media. What is at stake 
here is that most precious of all the 
basic freedoms guaranteed by the U.S. 
Constitution under the Bill of Rights: 
freedom of religion. 

In all of the hysterical interpreta-

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FIXING THE BIAME 

In order to keep the spotlight of 
public opinion where it really belongs, 
let's go back to the scapegoat who has 
been selected for the- burnt-offering to 
placate the National Council of 
Churches. And at this point, please 
forgive us for dropping the editorial 
"we", for now this story becomes a 
personal narrative. 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoke 
in the Municipal Auditorium in San 
Antonio, Texas, on the subject of Com- 
munist infiltration of the nation's mass 
information medio.

I made several suggestions, 
and called his attention, to the various 
anti-Communist pamphlets ovaildble 
at the literature table in the auditor- 
ium. Among these was the now-fam- 
ous pamphlet published by "The Clr- 
cult Riders" - portions of which Mr. 
Hyde quoted in the Air Force manual 
which Secretary Gates ordered . with- 
drawn, and for which he apologized 
publicly to Mr. Wine of the National 
Council of Churches. 

Obviously, Defense Sec'y- Gates 
Is in some pretty strange company. 
And this Is not the first time he has 
iised his great powers of office to 
discredit someone who attempted to 
expose the handiwork of the Com- 
munists.

Fortunately I was forewarned by 
the Assistant Secretar/s Ndval, Aide, 
who was present when Mr. Gates 
stormed in and demanded my scalp- 
the Naval Aide, puziled by this sud- 
den and angry denunciation of me by 
Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask 
what I had done to deserve the obvi- 
ous wrath of the Undersecretary of the 
Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was 
an unforgivable sin the eyes of Mr. 
Gates: in the course of my assigned 
duties I had come upon clear evidence 
_ documented by official Department 
of Defense correspondence, of collusion 
vyRh known Communists by senior 0. S. 
officers on active duty - and I had 
put this evidence into an official report 
which I was about to submit to the 
Assistant Secretary. 

It had taken me several weeks of 
careful research to make sure of my 
facts - some of which requJredjheck- 
ing with the FBI through the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. An«ong those_who 
were involved was a high-level Soviet 
espionage agent whose FBI dossier car- 
ried a higher security ctasstfleahon 
than TOP SECRET: it was in the^EYES 
ONLY category. This FBI file Was shown 
by d senior Naval Intelligence official 
to the Assistant Secretary (whwe Iden- 
tity is not disclosed here because he 
has since returned to civilian life, and 
who was at that time subject to the 
orders of his superior. Undersecretary

Before I could siibmh my report 
to the Assistant Secretary, someone In 
the Pentagon got wind of it and wont 
directly to Mr. Gates, who personally 
insisted that I be fired. This much « 
clear: the comrade who denounwd me 
to Mr. Gates was tipped off either by 
someone in Navy Intenigenee, Navy 
Public Information, or the Office of In- 
formation of the Department of De- 
fense. 
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So, the Assistant Secretaryj>bedi- 
ently called me on the carpet. He told 
me that I had becom* "a contreverslal 
figure," and magnanimously offered 
me "a few weeks to look around for 
another job, before turning in your 
resignation." I replied that I was nrt 
going to resign under a cloud, without 
first hearing the charges and facing 
the man who made them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked as- 
tonished, and started st<«"'"S- Jere 
was no security question Involvwl, he 
assured me, or any <1 "«*♦'«»" Jf^ P": 
fessional competence on my part; I had 
merely been "stepping on too many 
toes around the Pentagon." •»"♦«*"• 
time did he ever Inform me that Mr. 
Gates had ordered him to fire me, or 
did he ever explain what charges had 
been made against me or who made 
them. 



(Not until four years after this in- 
cident did I finally learn why the com- 
rades had been so successful in convin- 
cing Mr. Gates that 1 was a contro- 
versial figure" who had to be dis- 
missed without a hearing. It seems 
that one of the individuals mentioned 
in my report was the key to the whole 
affair. He used on anglicized pseud- 
onym, and his real name I mistakenly 
believed to be French. Actually, he was 
Jewish. So, all the comrades need^ 
to do, In order to discredit me qulddy 
and quietly, was to tell Mr. Qcrtw that

Unaware of all this, I asked the 
Assistant Secretory to reserve |udg- 
ment until he could read my report, 
and he agreed to do so. But he only 
skimmed through port of lt> comment- 
ing that I was "seeing things In dark 
corners." When It became obvlow that 
my report would only be pigeon-holed, 
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I personally delivered o copy to the of- 
fice of the Navy's Inspector General, an 
Admiral who sent for me the next day 
and personally handed It back to me. 
"A very interesting report/' was all he 
said. 

I then sent a copy directly to FBI 
Director J. Edgor Hoover. The next day 
his Pentagon liaison officer telephoned 
me that my report was being returned 
to the Navy Department, in accordance 
with Government jurisdictional regula- 
tions. In desperation, 1 took the last 
copy to the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, Which agreed to hear 
me in executive session for twenty 
minutes. (After learning what was in- 
volved, they sent out for lunch and 
kept me testifying for more than three 
hours.) 

The Sub^Committee's Counsel In- 
structed me to inform my office that I 
had placed the whole case on the 
record, for my own protection. If I did 

so, he assured me, it would discourage 
any punitive measures agoinst me by 
Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him al- 
most as much as it shook me. The As-: 
sistont Secretary called me to his of- 
fice and, in the presence of his Naval 
Aide, he told me solicitiously: "You've 
been under a great strain jately, and 
we want to help you. The Navy's Sur- 
geon General, Admirol Hogan/ Is wait- 
ing outside In my car.

I re- 
ported this to the Senate Sub-Commit- 
tee Counsel, who warned me: "Don't 
go near Bethesda Naval Hospital under 
any circumstances. If you do, they will 
'railroad' youl" 

For a couple of days afterward, 
everything was ominously quiet. The 
Assistant Secretary was as cordial and 
friendly as before, although he was 
the one who was now obviously "un- 
der a great strain." Shortly afterward, 
I learned why, when my older brother 
suddenly appeared in my home. My 
brother told me that he had flown to 
Washington hurriedly, after a long- 
distance telephone call from a high 
U.S. Government official who told him 
only that I was "very sick." 

.On his onival in Washington, my 
brother was placed under intensive 
pressure for several hours by the As- 
sistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, 
a U. S. Senator, ond several other high 
government Officials who attemptod to 
persuade him that I needed immediate 
psychiatric treatment. (Please remem- 
ber that the Nav/s Surgeon General 
was actually diagnosing my case with- 
out ever having seen me, ond that I 
have, never seen him to this dayO

^ Yet I was nearly railroaded into 
the mental w^ard of a government hos- 
pital - by Secretary Gates and his 
Pentagon "yes-men" - to silence me 
as a potential government v^itness 
against Communist agents in the Pen- 
tagon. 

These brazen attempts to deprive 
me of my constitutional rights are 
police-state methods at their worst.

On February 20, President Eisen- 
hower announced new security proced- 
ures giving accused persons the right 
to confront and cross-exomine their 
accusers.

Whoever they v^ere, they were 
protected by Mr. Gates, who hid be- 
hind his immunity as Undersecretary 
of the Navy, who went on to become 
Secretary of the Navy and who is now 
the nation's Secretary of Defense. But 
my 20-year career, of honorable gov- 
ernment service went down the .drain- 
along with the retirement beheflts for 
which I would! now^be? eiigible-and 
I had to start all over again^at^he age 
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of 47. 

In tittempting to discredit my tes- 
timony before the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Sub-Committee, Mr. Gates ond 
those who carried out his orders em« 
ployed police^tate methods which are 
totally un-American. And in doing so, 
wittingly or unwittingly, these men 
aided and abetted the Communist con- 
spiracy. I make this statement not in 
a spirit of bravado, but only after 
much soul-searching and consideration 
of all possible consequences to myself, 
to my family, and to my country. 

Actually, It would be extremely 
foolhardy of me not to speak up at this 
tihfie, after what happened to Povl 
Bang.Jensen. (I met him and corres- 
ponded with him, not long before his 
so-called "suicide.") Fortunately I al- 
ready have my own "pumpkin papers" 
in the hands of trusted friends v^ho can 
make them available for instant re- 
lease any time I give the word. 

Naturally, what I have put down 
here is only the skeleton outline of a 
large amount of documented Informa- 
tion which the Communists would give 
anything to suppress. The lost thing 
they want is for the whole Sordid 
story to be aired publicly — which 
makes the possibility of an open Con- 
gressional investigation extremely re- 
mote; too many heads would roll, and 
the roofs would be blown off of too 
many buildings In Washington. .,
